As an example of the lightning 
hike celerity ‘with which the destroction pro- 
ceeded, it js stated in the Pitteborg Age that 
the whole of South Ward, containing from 
seved to nine hundred houses, was 
entirely in the space of two hoors. From the 
time the fire reached this Ward, ecrose Wood 
street, until it spread to every part of it, cover- 
ing about sixteen squares, there was scarce an 
interval of half an howr. The Monongahels 
Bridge took fire at the North end, next to Pitts 
burg, and the flames ran roaring and crackling 
through with railroad speed, and from the time 
the fire commenced, until it was prostrate in 
the river, Only ten minutes elapsed! A gentle- 
man whe arrived at the North American Hotel 
at one o'clock, leaving his trank, walked out 
to see the fire, which was then nearly a quar- 
ter of a mile off. In a abort time he returned 
and found the hetel in dames. He lest his 
tronk with nearly all his clothing and papers, 
and a considerable enm of money. 
The spectacle which the baring town pre- 
sented, was terribly magnificent and awfal 
The terror of the people, as the ruin spread, 
(despite the almost superhuman eudeavors of 
the §umen and citizens,) wae extreme ; bat 
the which must 
naturally attend & scene so terrific, there were 
pe unmaniy fear or vaio repinings manifested 
The sufferers bore their calamities with manly 
firmness, and as soon as they had unavailingly 
tried to save their own property, they put forth 
their exertions to save their neighbors’. At 
one time, when it was thought that the whele 
city must go, there was no wildness apparent ;
